THE LIGHTHOUSE UOABD.—Mr. Sargent, of 


California, has introduced in the Senate a 
bill for the reconstruction of tho lighlhouss 
board. It abolishes the positions in that 
body now held by naval officers nnd creates 
others to be occupied by heads of bureaus 
iu the Navy Dapartment. 
It removes, in 


short, persons of special experience nnd in- 
struction for the duties and fills their places 
by adding to tho already onerous duties of 
certain officials an enforced participation iu 
n service of which they have no knowledge 
and in which they can feel no interest. Tho 
effect of the measure, if carried, will be to 
destroy tho board as it now exists aud put 
tho lighthouse system in tho hands of the 
engineer department of tho army. It ought 
previously to establish in the laud service a 
body analogous to that celebrated branch of 
tho sea service known as tho horse marines. 
—[New Xork Herald. 


THE SENATE.—Tho present United States 


Senate consists of seventy-three members, 
ono vacancy'(from Louisiana) existing. Of 
these, fifty are liopublicnus, nineteen Domo- 
orats.and four have been classed as Liberals. 
Tho terms of twenty-five Senators will ex- 
pire on March 4th noit— seventeen llepub- 
licans, five Doniocrats and throe Liberals. 
In the elections thus far hold ten Demo- 
crats and six Itepublicans Imvo been chosen 
—five. Democrats in place of llopublicans, 
and two in place of Liberals, whilo Cali- 
fornia sends an "Independent" in place of a 
Democrat. In the remaining elections tho 
Republicans will choose four 
and tho 


Democrats three, leaving Florida in ioubt; 
so that the nest Senate will stand—allowing 
one "Independent" from California, and a 
doubtful Bfat each' from Florida and Louis- 
iana—forty-three llopublicans, twenty-seven 
Democrats and one Liberal.

of a bee hive, ths insects are stifled with 
the smoke of sulphur, or some other 'deadly 
emanation. The Journal des Connaissances 
Medicnles proposes another much more ra- 
tional way by which this wholesale murder 
is avoided. It consists in pouring about 
four grammes of chloroform ou a handker- 
chief, which is put on a plate ou a table- 
cloth spread out on tho ground, with an iron 
gauze sieve over it. Two men then take 
hold of the bee hive and place it carefully 
over the sieve; the corners of the table cloth 
are then drawn over the hive to prevent the 
escape of tho emanations.
